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Policeman a Sy mbol of Authority

Directing 
traffic, 
shepherd­ 
ing school children across the 
street, walking his lonely night­ 
time beat, gun and billy club at 
the ready , the American police­ 
man is the street corner sy mbol 
of authority . 
There are 
300,000 
full-time 
and part-time such sy mbols. 
At times, it seems that to a 
man they are conv inced that as 
sy mbols of something sacred 
they are being sullied and de­ 
spoiled. 
Policemen in all parts of the 
Country , 
indiv idually 
and 
through their organizations, are 
preoccupied with sev eral issues 
about which they are absolutely 
conv inced: 
1. That the dice are loaded 
in fav or of the criminal because 
of a series of court decisions 
inv olv ing constitutional rights. 
2. That because of the civ il 
rights 
mov ement, 
the 
Negro 
v iolates certain laws through 
protest demonstrations and that 
this encourages widespread v io­ 
lation of all laws. 
3. 
That 
civ ilian 
r e v i e w 
boards 
groups 
which 
would 
check 
charges against police 
are deliberate plots to under­ 
mine police authority . 
Crime and law enforcement in 
the United States are mov ing 
rapidly to a crisis stage. The 
rise in crime in the last decade 
has been six times as great as 
the rise in population. And law 
enforcement 
people, 
ranging 
from the FBI’s J . Edgar Hoov ­ 
er, to Patrolman Robert (Mac) 
MacDougal of the 19 -man police 
force in Leonia, N.J ., ex press 
conv ictions that police are being 
handcuffed in their attempts to 
combat crime. 
“ We molly coddle y oung crim­ 
inals and release unreformed 
hoodlums to prey anew on socie­ 
ty ,” Hoov er say s in speeches on 
this 
theme. 
“ The 
bleeding 
hearts, particularly among the 
judiciary , are so concerned for 
y oung criminals that they be­ 
come indifferent to the rights of 
law-abiding citizens.” 
Say s former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower: “ I believ e the 
United States is becoming at- 
mosphered in a policy of law 
lessness. If we like the law, we 
obey it. If we don’t, we do not 
The 
business 
of 
being 
policeman is unlike any other in 
American life. It has nev er been 
a popular or attractiv e job for 
those people already established 
in the community . It was left to 
the poorest element or to the 
immigrants. For most of its his­ 
tory since 18 44, police were al 
most alway s accused of being 
corrupt 
or 
in 
league 
with 
crooks. In many places, they 
were. This legacy has remained 
although in the last few decades 
there has been a marked rise in 
the 
professionalism 
of police 
and in the increased standards 
of police departments. 
What does the policeman — 
the man on the beat, the cop at 
the street crossing, the detec­ 
tiv e on homicide inv estigation 
— think about his job? How 
does he see himself? 
“ I’m only a cop,” say s Patrol­ 
man Frank Foucault, 41, of Pre­ 
cinct 10, Liv ernois and Elm­ 
hurst, in Detroit, “ but y ou look 
at me real close and y ou will 
see something that has more 
power than ev en the president 
of the United States. I don’t 
mean me, Frank Foucault; I 
mean me, the cop. 
“ I hav e the power of life and 
death. In 10 seconds, I can kill 
someone or let him liv e, and I 
don’t hav e a jury or a judge or 
any body there to say y es or no. 
“ You giv e me this awesome 
responsibility 
but 
y ou 
don’t 
want to pay to hire the v ery 


best. You cry ‘police brutality ’ 
without knowing what is hap­ 
pening. You talk about crime in 
the streets but y ou 
tolerate 
courts giv ing criminals a slap 
on the wrist. You don’t know 
what a cop is for or what he 
should do.” 
In terms of police work, there 
were

decisions

direct impact on search and 
seizure, interrogation, and ar­ 
rest and detention. 
In one case, Andrew Mallory , 
a 19 -y ear-old Washington, D C., 
Negro, was conv icted of rape 
and sentenced to death. Police 
had arrested him at 2:30 p.m. 
one day and detained him until 
after he had signed a confession 
at 12:30 a.m. before arraigning 
him. The Supreme Court re­ 
v ersed the conv iction, say ing 
under the law the “ delay be­ 
tween arrest and arraignment 
must not be of a nature to giv e 
opportunity for ex traction of a 
confession.” 
In another, Danny Escobedo, 
a 
22-y ear-old 
Mex ican, 
was 
seized in connection with the 
slay ing of his brother-in-law in 
Chicago. Attempts by a lawy er 
to see him were frustrated by 
police, and Escobedo’s plea to 
see his lawy er were brushed off 
by police who told him the law­ 
y er didn’t want to see him. He 
made a full confession and was 
subsequently conv icted of mur­ 
der. In a 5 4 Supreme Court de­ 
cision, it was held “ the refusal 
to honor the accused’s request 
to consult with his attorney con­ 
stituted a denial of his right to 
assistance of counsel under the 
Six th 
and 
14th 
Amendments, 
and that the statements should 
not hav e been admitted into ev i­ 
dence.” 
In a third case, that inv olv ing 
Dollree Mapp, three Clev eland, 
Ohio, police came to her home 
seeking a person wanted for 
questioning.

Other honors have been m a n y — Britain s 
Order of Merit, the Geethe Prize in Lit­ 
erature. In 1949 he visited the United 
States to receive an honorary degree 
from the University of Chicago and to 
speak at the Goethe Bicentennial at 
Aspen, Colo.

They 
nest in the thick grass roof of a 
peasant’s hut and feed on his 
meager crops. They seem to j 
own the country road at night as 
they flit hack and forth in the 
headlights. 
The 
U.S. 
government 
once 
tried to do something about the 
rats. 
Mongooses 
were 
intro­ 
duced into the country. Rut the 
project failed. The mongooses, 
instead of attacking the rats ate 
the peasant's chickens, adding 
to his burden. 
For many Haitians, the mon­ 
goose project is a fair illustra­ 
tion of the effectiveness of for­ 
eign aid in the Western Hemi­ 
sphere’s 
poorest nation. 
One 
hundred 
million dollars 
has 
been spent to aid Haiti since 
World War 11. Most of it came 
from the United States. Rut the 
deterioration 
of the 
country 
seems to continue. 
Much of the aid was for road 
construction and maintenance. 
Yet the 200 mile ride from Port 
au Prince to I^>s Cayes. a south­ 
ern port city, takes more than 
15 hours by deep today. It was! 
a four-hour trip by ear in 1957.; 
the year Francois Duvalier be- i 
came president. 
Near Ues Caves a huge earth 
mover sits abandoned on a rise 
in the rutted road. The Initials | 
“ U.S.A.” are stenciled on the! 
doors. Weeds grow through the 
engine hood. Peasants in the 
neighborhood 
say 
the 
earth i 
mover blew a tire six years ago. I 
In the potentially rich Arti-j 
bonite Valley, a dam and irriga-' 
tion system stands as a monu­ 
ment to what U.S. officials de­ 
scribe as corruption and ineffi­ 
ciency in the Haitain govern­ 
ment. More than $30 million, 
borrowed from the Export-lm- 
port 
Bank, 
went 
into 
the 
project. Thp money was ex­ 
hausted before electric genera 
tors were installed. They were 
left to rust in the fields. 
The Duvalier government no 
longer maintains the dam and 
the irrigation canals. They are 
clogged with silt, limiting agri­ 
cultural development of the val­ 
ley. 
One aid project has been sue-! 
cessful in recent years, and its 
success helps explain some of 
the failures. 
In 
1961, Duvalier signed a 
$3 5-million 
credit 
agreement! 
with the International Develop­ 
ment Bank. Under it, an insti­ 
tute of agricultural and industri-1 
al development was established 
as an autonomous branch of the 
Haitian 
government. 
The 
director, Jean Delej, a U.S. cit­ 
izen, assumed control over mon­ 
ey and hiring 
The institute set out to pro­ 
vide financial and technical as­ 
sistance for the small peasant 
farmer — and also a market for 
his product. 
This was the key feature. In 
the Haitian feudal economy, the 
peasant farmer doesn’t conceive 
of a good market for a good 
crop. 
Cotton, 
growing 
nearly 
wild, 
always 
has 
been 
pur­ 
chased by Port au Prince mer­ 
chants tor five or six cents a 
pound. 
The institute, through a series! 
of small loans to peasants, en-j 
couraged proper cultivation of a 
better grade of cotton, then paid 
10 cents a pound. 
The program started slowly 
as skeptical peasants used their 
loans to buy fertilizer, insectv-' 
cide. seed and advice from the 
institute In a matter of months, 
the yield on many tiny holdings 
jumped from 200 to 2,000 pounds | 
per acre. The number of partici­ 
pating farmers in the volunteer 
program went from 136 in 1962 
to 1.053 in 1964 to 4.600 this year. 
The 1965 production was 5.2 mil­ 
lion pounds of the highest grade 
cotton Haiti has seen in genera­ 
tions. 
Similar loan programs have 
been carried out for corn and 
grain, with similar results in the 
past 12 months, according to the j 
institute's figures.

WASHINGTON — Desp ite the assassina­ 
tion ot the late President of 
the 
United 
Slates and desp ite the indiscriminate use 
of firearms in one of the worst recent race 
riots in history . Congress still has not p assed 
the Dodd Firearm s Bill aimed at regulating 
the sale of deadly weap ons. 
The bill, introduced by Sen Tom Dodd. 
D-Conn., is still sty mied in committee, and 
the lobbvists op p osing it seem just as p otent 
as ever. 
There is, however, one new develop ment 
\ confidential Senate rep ort has just been 
dratted aimed at susp ending the ship ment 
and sale of firearms in riot areas during 
“ the p eriod in which it is 
necessary 
to 
emp loy the armed forces 
of 
the United 
Slates or the National Guard to maintain 
law and order.” 
This recommendation was drafted after 
Senator Dodd's subcommittee, study ing the 
Uos Angeles riots, learned that there was 
a 250 p e. cent increase in p istol sales during 
the first weekend of the riot 
Inside Watts itself 
rioters looted sp orts 
stores, gun shop s and p awn shop s tor wea 
p ons. But outside the inferno, gun dealers 
all over Los Angeles kep t their stores op en 
nights to p eddle their deadly wares. 
Most 
of the 
p urchases were made by 
white« to p rotect their 
homes 
from 
the 
sp reading riot According to a subcommittee 
account 4.00(1 guns were sold in one dav — 
only 37 of them to Negroes 
Police confiscated more than 2.000 guns, 
many with p rice tags and p awn tickets still 
attached. Yel the p olice acknowledged to 
the subcommittee that they p robably cap ­ 
tured less than 10 p er cent of the firearms 
used. 
Ironicallv, a high p ercentage were rifles 
and shotgun« — which the National Rifle 
Association contend* are used 
for 
sp ort, 
seldom for crime. 
Recommended Remedy 
The subcommittee has drawn the follow­ 
ing conclusion so far confidential, from the 
Los Angeles riots: “ The subcommittee has 
been greatly concerned by the serious dis­ 
orders in Los Angeles and elsewhere and 
with the tact that substantial quantities of 
readily available firearms and ammunition 
have found their wav into the hands of those 
p articip ating in the disorders. 
Among the courses nt action to be ex ­ 
p lored 
continues the confidential rep ort, 
* are p ossible amendments to the tederal 
firearm s act to authorize the President or 
the Attorney General to susp end interstate 
ship ments of arm s and ammunition 
into 
such areas during the p eriod in which it 
is necessary to emp loy armed torces 
of 


the United States or the National Guard to 
maintain law and order and also the p os­ 
sibility of authorizing the President or the 
Attorney General to susp end sale of fire­ 
arms and ammunition by federally licensed 
dealers in such areas during such p eriods 
to p ersons other 
than 
law 
enforcement 
officials.” 
The above, when p ublished, is bound to 
bring another volley of p rotests from shoot­ 
ing clubs, gun manufacturers and ammuni­ 
tion makers. Already they 
have 
brought 
enough heat on congressmen to bury the 
rep ort and to kill the Dodd Bill for all time. 


This bill would ban interstate sale of mail­ 
order guns, restrict over-the-counter sales 
of handguns to individuals within each state, 
halt the imp ortation of foreign-made and 
military -surp lus firearms not suitable 
for 
sp orting use. and license federal firearms 
dealers, imp orters and manufacturers. 
How The I^obby Works 


Mosl massive op p osition to this bill has 
come from the National Rifle Association 
whose 6 00.000 members hav e h^en bombard­ 
ing members of Congress. 
Last month, the Rifle Association turned 
its annual shooting contest at Camp Perry , 
Ohio, into a p rop aganda drive and p rotest 
rally against the Dodd Bill. The conference 
was held on tederal p rop erty . In addition, 
tree ammunition was sup p lied the contest­ 
ants. so Uncle Sam ended up p aving the bill 
The NR A p lastered Camp Perry with slo­ 
gans op p osing the Dodd Bill and handed 
out thousands of bump er stickers p roclaim­ 
ing “ Fight Crime, Not Sp ortsmen,” “ Be­ 
ware of Gun Laws.” and “ Register Com­ 
munists, Not Firearm s.” Ironically , Senator 
Dodd, as Vice Chairman of the Senate In­ 
ternal Security subcommittee, has been one 
of the nation's most outsp oken anti - com­ 
munists 
The National Shooting Sp ort* Foundation 
ha« brought p \en more p ressure up on sub­ 
committee member* Hv *cndmg p ress re ­ 
leases. naming them, to all the newsp ap ers 
within their states. 
Press releases were sent 
to Michigan 
newsp ap ers, for ex amp le, declaring: “ The 
future of hunting and shooting in America 
may dep end on Michigan's Senator Phillip 
Harl 
Thm follows two p age*

Identical releases, p utting other subcom­ 
mittee members on the sp ot, were sent to 
the newsp ap ers in their states.

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Hundreds of Negro teachers 
already have lost their jobs as a 
direct result of desegregation. 
Where there is a surp lus of 
teachers, the Negro usually is 
first to go. 
in some cases this is outright 
racial discrimination, and re­ 
dress may be available through 
the courts. The federal govern­ 
ment is keep ing a close watch 
and is p rep ared to step in where 
discrimination can be p roved. 
The National Education Asso­ 
ciation, too. is p ledged to fight 
what it calls “ illegal and cap ri­ 
cious 
dismissals, 
intimidation, 
and p unitive transfers.” 
But in a tragic number of 
cases, 
it 
isn't discrimination. 
The Negro teacher just does not 
measure up . 
Dr. Dave Darland of the NEA 
said recently : 
“ Their education is tradition­ 
ally bad. They are victims of 
inferior 
elementary 
schools, 
inferior secondary schools, and 
inferior colleges. 
“ They started 
behind, 
they 
stay ed behind, and it would take 
a sup erman to catch up .” 
In Florida, all teachers must 
now p ass the National Teacher 
Ex amination as a requirement 
for certification. Two hundred 
Negro teachers have lost their 
jobs there because of low test 
scores. 
Throughout 
the 
South 
this 
y ear, there were sp ecial sum­ 
mer institutes for teachers of 
disadvantaged 
children. 
The 
institutes were sp onsored by the 
U.S. Office of Education. 
Within 
a 
week 
after 
they 
started, it was ap p arent that the 
p roblem wasn’t only disadvan­ 
taged 
children, 
but 
disadvan­ 
taged teachers as well. 
The director of one such insti­ 
tute, herself a Negro, said in an 
interview: 
“ We had 40 Negro teachers 
here from four Southern states. 
Some of them had advanced 
degrees from Negro colleges. 
“ Only one or two could write 
a coherent p aragrap h. The level 
of sp oken English was just as 
had. 
“ It is heart-breaking to think 
of these teachers going back to

little children.” 
And what of those children? 
The road ahead will be rocky 
i n d e e d 
as 
desegregation 
sp reads. 
A Negro y oungster entering 
the 9 th grade in a p reviously 
all-white school will be at a ter­ 
rible disadvantage in comp eti­ 
tion with white classmates who 
have had eight y ears of the best 
education available. 
It will be easier, p erhap s, for 
y ounger children who are inte­ 
grated at the first and second 
grade levels. But it will be diffi­ 
cult to them, too, if they come 
from homes where they never 
have seen a magazine, never 
held a p encil in their hand, nev­ 
er had a story read to them. 
If the Negro y oungsters fail, 
they may become discouraged 
and drop out of school altogeth­ 
er. 
And then, ironically , they will 
he the victims of the very civil 
rights law that was designed for 
their benefit.

FACTS: A real estate p romo­ 
tion comp any in its p rinted p ros­ 
p ectus and by the sales p itch 
of its agents described a large 
tract of uncleared semiarid Tex ­ 
as land as “one of the richest, 
most certain 
agricultural dis­ 
tricts of the world.” and stated 
the p romoter could “ show more 
advantages and fewer disadvan­ 
tages than can be found else­ 
where on the American conti­ 
nent.” With reference to irriga­ 
tion, 
it. 
was 
stated that the 
“ most ex p ert critics on irriga­ 
tion, after ex amining our sy s­ 
tem, 
have 
p ronounced 
it 
as 
nearly p erfect as human ingenu­ 
ity can devise,” that the p ump ­ 
ing sy stem 
and 
main 
canals 
were of sufficient size, and that 
the quantity of water was great­ 
er than the buy ers could ever 
use. 
Rely ing on these statements, 
a Missouri land owner bought 
a p arcel of the 
Tex as 
land, 
trading in his Missouri land as 
p aft p ay ment. He later discov­ 
ered that the irrigation sy stem 
was wholly inadequate to water 
the land and that crop s could 
not be p roduced, and sued the 
seller to get back his Missouri 
land and the additional cash he 
had p aid.

title, the buy er p rotects himself 
by having his lawy er make a 
title ex amination or by requir­ 
ing title insurance, and by get­ 
ting a warranty deed from th« 
seller. 
In the case of defects in the 
quality 
of the p remises, 
the 
buy er can p rotect himself 
bv 
having the seller make ex p ress 
warranties of quality in the con­ 
tract for the sale of the land, 
for ex amp le, 
“ the 
house has 
been constructed of good qual­ 
ity materials in a workmanlike 
manner, and if any structural 
defects 
ap p ear 
in 
the 
house 
within one y ear from the date 
of this contract, the seller at 
his ex p ense will p ut the house in 
sound condition.” 
If the buy er 
is 
induced 
to 
p urchase the p rop erty by reason 
of oral or written misrep resen­ 
tations by the seller or the sell­ 
er's agent, then the buy er will 
have a remedy . The misrep re 
sentation must be of an ex isting 
fact, and not merely an ex p res­ 
sion of op inion or p uffing; fre­ 
quently these are very difficult 
to distinguish.

the seller is not liable in 
thf 
event the lot does not increasf 
in value nr if it decreases in 
value. 
If the seller say s, “ This is the 
finest 
residential 
develop meni 
in 
— t” he p robably is 
only p uffing and is not liablf 
if the develop ment is not the 
best in the city . 
In the case of the Tex as land 
the court held that the seller’? 
statements as to the irrigation 
sy stem were false rep resents 
tions of ex isting facts for which 
the seller was liable. Altho ug h 
the court did not discuss the 
other statements quo ted a bo v e
